The announcement for the Poplar and Limehouse constituency 
came just before 5am, with Mr Fitzpatrick (Labour) re-elected with 
29,886 votes, on a turnout of 62.44 per cent. 

The Bethnal Green and Bow result was declared at 5.35am, when

ON the fourth anniver- 
sary of the fatal shooting 
of a man in Bow, detec- 
tives investigating his 
murder have renewed 
their appeal for witness- 
es and information. 

There is a reward of up to 
£20,000 for information lead- 
ing to the identification, arrest 
and prosecution of those 
responsible for the murder of 
Wayne Stockdale. 

Mr Stockdale, from Poplar, 
was aged 42 at the time of his 
death. Ffe was shot in Rounton 
Road, near the junction with 
Knapp Road, E3 shortly before 
10.20pm on Friday, May 6, 2011. 

He was taken to the Royal Lon- 
don Hospital where he died 
four days later. A post-mortem 
examination gave cause of death 
as gunshot wound to the head. 



in Bow in 2011 

Detectives say Mr Stockdale 
was riding a bicycle in Rounton 
Road when two suspects, armed 
with handguns, got out of a 
vehicle and shot him. They 
then made their way to the 
parade of shops in Devons Road 
and discharged a number of 


shots in the direction of a group 
who were standing outside. 

They fled the scene, back 
towards Knapp Road, and got 
into a car to continue their 
getaway. The suspects were 
wearing face coverings and 
were either black or Asian in 
appearance. 

In enquiries carried out so far, 
detectives have not found any 
evidence of motive, or a reason 
why Mr Stockdale would have 
been targeted. It is believed he 
may have been shot as a result 
of mistaken identity. 

Acting detective inspector 
Peter Hine, who is leading the 
investigation, said: “It's now 
four years since Wayne was 
murdered, leaving a family 
waiting for his killers to be 
brought to justice. 

“We have always maintained 
that Wayne was not the intend- 
ed target for this incident, which 


saw shots fired both at him and 
into the street. 

“We are appealing for anyone 
who knows what happened to 
contact us. We are urging those 
who have remained silent all 
these years to think about 
Wayne's family and re-examine 
their consciences and help bring 
his killers before a court. 

“My direct appeal to those 
that know who is responsible is: 
Trident has a history of treating 
the information that is passed 
to them in confidence, and of- 
fering support and protection to 
those that do the right thing and 
come forward to help prosecute 
offenders.''

HEAVY school-run traffic 
outside Cayley Primary in 
Stepney is becoming a 
thing of the past, thanks 
to the introduction of a 
voluntary one-way sys- 
tem (VOWS). 

To ease congestion during 
busy times, parents who trans- 
port their children to the school 
agreed to use a prescribed route, 
north along Hearnshaw Street, 
past the schools rear entrance 
in Repton Street. 

The system is just one of the 
measures in Cayley's travel plan 
to reduce traffic congestion and 
encourage pupils to walk or 
cycle. Traffic now runs more 
smoothly and it is safer for 
pedestrians and cyclists too.

SEVENTY FIVE children from four schools 
celebrated completing a mentoring 
programme. 

The event was held at the office of 
international law firm Norton Rose 
Fulbright LLP. The 

9- to 11-year-olds from Harbinger, Stewart 
Headlam, Cubitt Town and Selwyn primary 
schools completed the programme run by 
Mosaic, an initiative founded by The Prince 
of Wales and part of Business in the 


Community. Mosaic's eight- to ten-week 
primary school programme equips pupils 
with skills to connect education to the 
world of work at an early age. 

Mentors are assigned to pupils, building 
their confidence and self -belief. 

Volunteer mentors come from a variety of 
professional backgrounds and sectors, 
including company directors, health 
professionals, lawyers, accountants and 
artists. 


The council has been working 
with schools in the borough for 
ten years, helping them create 
and implement travel plans. 
This has helped reduce car use 
across the borough. 

John Rymell, the council's 
school travel adviser, said: 
"Parents at Cayley School were 
originally sceptical, saying that 
non-school traffic wouldn't be 
aware of the system, but almost 
all of it is school traffic, as 
other drivers know to avoid 
the area at school times." 

VanDyck Kubi, who collects his 
five-year-old son Jayden from the 
school, said: "The VOWS is a 
good idea as it often gets con- 
gested at pick-up time. 

"No one can move and it 
causes stress." 

Shajedha, a mum who collects 
three children from the school, 
said: "As the kids are always 
running around, 1 hope the 
system makes a difference." 


Yusuf Hussain, a dad who also 
collects three children from the 
school, said: "The one way 
road system is a good idea. 
When traffic comes both ways, 
it is less safe." 

Cayley is the first primary 
school in Tower Hamlets to 
provide Bikeability cycle 
training sessions in house, 
teaching staff to become cycling 
instructors. 

Head teacher Judith Stan- 
ley-Smith said the introduc- 
tion of the system had already 
had positive feedback from 
parents, including a father of a 
year three chTd who has offered 
to help give parents a reminder, 
once a term, about driving in 
one direction.

A SHOP in Whitechapel 
was found guilty of pos- 
sessing thousands of 
pounds worth of illicit 
tobacco at Thames Mag- 
istrates’ Court last month. 

The director of Geet Ghar in 
Osborn Street, Whitechapel, 
was fined £1,000 and ordered to 
pay £2,823 in costs, as well as a 
victim surcharge of £100 for the 
offence under the Consumer 
Protection Act 1987. 

Mohammed Razual Karim 
pleaded guilty to the charges 
following a visit by the council's 
consumer and business regula- 
tions team in August last year. 

Officers visited the shop and 
were led to a staggering 1,704 


packets of illicit cigarettes and 
20 pouches of tobacco by a 
sniffer dog. 

All of the products were 
discovered secreted around the 
premises and had an estimat- 
ed sales value of £13,000. 

Karim told the court that he 
wH pay the full amount at a rate 
of £100 per week until the fines 
are cleared. A collection 
order was also made so the 
court can pursue action against 
him should he default on his 
payments 

Dave Tolley, head of consumer 
and business regulations at the 
council, said: "This large amount 
of tobacco products was seized 
thanks to our hardworking team 
with support from sniffer dogs. 

"We hope the success of this 


case will act as a deterrent to 
those who feel they can operate 
above the law." 

Council director of public 
health Dr Somen Banerjee 
added: "Cigarettes that are 
sold illicitly are not properly 
inspected and do not carry 
appropriate health warnings 
which play an important role 
in increasing awareness of the 
health risks. 

"By quitting smoking you 
not only improve your health 
but those of people around you 
who would otherwise be ex- 
posed to the toxins and poisons 
in second hand smoke."

Illegal palm 
oil warning 

THE council has issued a 
warning to retailers and 
consumers about unlabel- 
led containers of palm oil. 

The borough's food safety 
team believes containers of the 
palm oil contain an illegal dye, 
Sudan IV. 

The dye is considered to be a 
genotoxic carcinogen (a sub- 
stance that reacts with DNA, 
causing cancer) and is not per- 
mitted in UK food. 

The Kemtoy Miyan cash and 
carry in SE16 was found to be 
selling unlabelled containers 
of palm oil from Ghana.

THE council is encouraging 
residents to be more 
mindful during Mental 
Health Awareness Week, 
as anyone can benefit 
from being more aware of 
the present moment. 

Every year the campaign, led 
by national charity the Mental 
Health Foundation, aims to 
promote positive mental health 
and wellbeing, and address 
mental ill-health issues. 

This years focus is mindful- 
ness - a mind-body training 
technique that helps people 
observe the way they think 
and feel about experiences, 
whether good or bad. 

Mindfulness can include med- 
itation and yoga, encouraging 
participants to pay attention to 
the present moment, to be- 
come more aware of thoughts, 
feelings, and body sensations, 
instead of being overwhelmed 
by them. This practice has been 
shown to aid mental wellbeing. 

Mindfulness is also recom- 
mended as a treatment for 
people with mental ill-health. 

Mental health issues are more 
common than you may think as 
around a quarter of the popu- 
lation in the UK experiences a 
problem each year. 

A recent study published by 
medical journal The Lancet 
found that people with depres- 
sion who took part in mindful- 
ness group-based therapy were 
just as likely to go two years 
without a relapse as those tak- 
ing antidepressants. 

The two-year trial involved a 
group of 424 adults of which halt 
tried the pills and halt took 
part in the therapy. 

Those assigned to mindful- 
ness took part in two-hour 
group sessions, including 
meditation, and cognitive 
behaviour exercises to address 
underlying mechanisms of 
relapse, plus home practice and 
optional follow-up sessions. 

Those assigned to the other 


group took prescription 
medication. 

The study found that 
mindfulness-based therapy is as 
effective as pills at preventing 
recurrence of depression, and 
could offer a natural alternative 
for those not wanting to be on 
medication for years. 

Luke Doherty Breathing Space 
manager at the London 
Buddhist Centre, which offers 
mindfulness sessions, said: "By 
developing mindfulness, you 
can learn how to break the link 
between negative thinking and 
the negative moods that this can 
lead to." 

An open house day entitled 
Get Involved, Get Connected 
aims to highlight the impor- 
tance of mindfulness and alter- 
native therapies. It takes place 
this Thursday, May 14, from 
ii.3oam-4 pm at 13 Whitethorn 
Street, E3. The day will host 
mindfulness activities including 
yoga, jewellery making, music 
and local service information.

Food award success

A CANARY Wharf office 
worker saved her 
grandfather’s life when 
he suffered a cardiac arrest, 
thanks to the first aid 
training she received from 
St John Ambulance. 

Office manager Lauren 
Williamson, 26, was the only 
member of her family who 
knew exactly what to do when 
her grandad, Roland, collapsed 
and stopped breathing at their 
home in Leigh-on Sea, Essex. 

She was in the shower when 
she heard cries from her grand- 
mother and her mother start- 
ed banging on the bathroom 
door. 

Lauren threw on 
a dressing gown 
and raced 
downstairs to 

find he, j 


grandfather slumped on the 
sofa and her mum dialling 999. 

“Lie'd vomited and it was 
obvious he wasn't breathing," 
Lauren recalled.'We dragged 
him onto the floor so 1 could start 
CPR (cardio pulmonary resus- 
citation). 

"He vomited again so 1 put 
him in the recovery position but 
he stopped breathing again, so 
1 started CPR again. 1 did about 
sbc rounds of chest compressions 
and rescue breaths before the 
paramedics arrived. 

"The adrenaline kicked in and 
1 just did what I'd been taught 
to do. The paramedics said it was 
a miracle he 
survived." 



Roland regained conscious- 
ness after paramedics deliv- 
ered electric shocks to his heart. 

He was in hospital for three 
weeks and underwent an op- 
eration to have an automated 
implantable cardioverter de- 
fibrillator fitted in his chest (a 
device which uses electric shocks 
to control irregular heartbeats). 

He was given the all-clear by 
doctors earlier this month and 
is now working his way back to 
his former fitness, walking two 
miles each day. 

Roland said: "It's lucky for 
me someone in the family had 
learned how to do CPR. There's 
no doubt Lauren saved my life." 

Lauren completed a first aid 
at work course with St John Am- 
bulance last year and did a re- 
fresher course earlier last month. 

Her trainer, Jon Woods, said: 
"We taught Lauren how to deal 
with life or death situations in 
the workplace. 

"But her story just goes 
to show that everyone 
needs to learn basic first 
aid because a medical 
emergency can hap- 
pen to anyone at 
anytime."

Memorials

TWO war veterans from 
Tower Hamlets who were 
awarded the Victoria Cross 
have been honoured with 
specially commissioned 
paving stones as part of 
the government’s World 
War I centenary campaign. 

The stones for Corporal Issy 
Smith and Lieutenant Geoffrey 
Woolley were unveiled on April 
29 and 30 by the council. 

Cpl Issy Smith was honoured 
with a stone in Ropewalk Gar- 
dens. It is believed he was born 
Ishroulch Shmeilowitz in 1890. 
Aged 11, Smith embarked as a 
stowaway aboard a vessel to 
London. He arrived in Tower 
Hamlets, where he attended 
Berner Street School and worked 
as a deliverer. 

Smith served in the army for 
a time before World War I but 
emigrated to Australia shortly 
before its outbreak. Retained as 
a reservist, Smith was mobilised 
by the British Army after the 
commencement of hostilities in 
August 1914. 

He was awarded the Victoria 
Cross: "For most conspicuous 


bravery on April 26, 1915 near 
Ypres, when he left his compa- 
ny on his own initiative and 
went well forward towards the 
enemy's position to assist a 
severely wounded man, whom 
he carried a distance of 250 3^ds 
into safety, while exposed the 
whole time to heavy machine- 
gun and rifle fire. 

"Subsequently, Corporal Smith 
displayed great gallantry, when 
the casualties were very heavy, 
in voluntarily assisting to bring 
in many more wounded men 
throughout the day, and 
attending to them with the 
greatest devotion to duty, regard- 
less of personal risk." 

He returned to Australia in 
1925 with his wife, Elsie, 
whom he had married at 
Camberwell Registry Office. 
They had two children. 

He died in September 1940 
and was buried in Fawkner 
Cemetery, Melbourne, with full 
military honours. 

Lt Woolley was honoured 
with a stone in Bethnal Green 
Gardens on April 30. His son, 
Nick Woolley, attended the 
event and paid tribute to his 
father's bravery. 


He was born in 1892 at Peter's 
Vicarage, Bethnal Green, the 
son of the vicar. Both the church 
and the vicarage still stand. 

He attended Parmiter's School 
on Approach Road, the building 
that is now occupied by the 
Raine's Foundation School. 

At the outbreak of World 
War I, he obtained a commission 
in Queen Victoria's Rifles, the 9th 
(County of London) Battalion of 
the London Regiment. 

Queen Victoria's Rifles were 
posted to the Ypres Salient. On 
April 17, 1915 the British 
captured Hill 60 to the south 
of Ypres. 

Lt Woolley's company were 
sent to take ammunition sup- 
plies to the defenders of the hill. 

The citation for the Victoria 
Cross reads: "For most conspic- 
uous bravery on 'Hill 60' 
during the night of 2oth-2ist 
April, 1915. 

"Although the only officer on 
the hill at the time, and with 
very few men, he successfully 
resisted all attacks on the trench, 
and continued throwing bombs

Follow in footsteps of justice fighters 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


BY the time you read this, there will 
be a new government after one of 
the closest and most confusing 
elections in modern times. 

The old, two-party system under 
pressure from a rainbow of younger 
parties all fighting for a seat in coalition; 
the rise of the SNP possibly presaging a 
Britain of regional government. 

But as East End author and tour leader 
David Rosenberg writes in Rebel Eoot- 
prints*, London at least was ever in a state 
of ferment. 

Rewind the clock to May 13, 1833 and a 
gathering of 3,000 people at Coldbath 
Fields - in those days an open field in the 
shadow of London's biggest gaol, the 
Middlesex House of Correction, but known 
to us later Londoners as the site of the Mount 
Pleasant postal sorting office. 

It wasn't conditions in the prison the 
3,000 were protesting, although they were 
dreadful enough: solitary confinement, 
the notorious 'silent system' whereby 
prisoners were denied even the small 
comfort of talking to one another, leg 
irons, bread and water, and hard labour on 
deliberately unproductive tasks. 

But the pointless cruelty of Coldbath 
was a pointer to how working (if they 
were lucky) people were treated in 19th 
century London. They were protesting 
against rising prices, low pay, increasing 
unemployment and, at the root of it all, lack 
of political representation. 

The Great Reform Act of the previous year 
may have swept away some of the rotten 
boroughs but had done nothing to extend 
the franchise to ordinary men (and, for 
women, voting was a distant dream). 

The government response? Send in 
the Metropolitan police, a force just four 
years old and unschooled in handling 
mass dissent. 

They had already discovered kettling 
though, and did their best to contain the 
demonstrators, who had grandly dubbed 
themselves the National Union of the 
Working Classes (NUWC). 

But too much pressure in the kettle and 
something's going to explode. The NUWC 
fought back and three policemen were 
stabbed. As the drinkers in a Farringdon pub 
sheltered from the bedlam without, PC 
Robert Culley stumbled in, announced he 
was feeling unwelL, then collapsed and died. 

It was what happened next that was 
really extraordinary. A jury of 17 men, 
most of them bakers from Gray's Inn, 
ignored the very clear instmctions from the

coroner to find a verdict of "wilful murder" 
against the men arrested. 

After 30 minutes, they announced that 16 
of them were agreed that the killing was "jus- 
tifiable homicide" in the face of "ferocious, 
brutal and unprovoked" police behaviour. 

A perverse decision? Certainly it was 
rough justice for poor PC Culley. But it made 
sense to the cheering crowds who carried 
the jurors shoulder height through the 
streets of Clerkenwell that night, in a 
torch-lit procession. Something was going 
on, and it would soon percolate from 
Clerkenwell, with its radical bookshops and 
political meetings on the Green, out east. 
The new 'East End' would become the 
centre of change. 

As Rosenberg writes: "London devel- 
oped unevenly as a city." It may feel today 
that the financial City is a too-dominant 
force in the capital, but it was the engine 
of London from early on, the bankers and 
merchants of Fenchurch and Thread- 
needle Streets making London one of 
Europe's most important centres from the 
Middle Ages, as its legal and political 
institutions developed to the west. 

It was with the expansion fuelled by the 
money men that the East End really came 
into the picture. "The development of the 
East India and West India Docks brought 
a host of related industries into existence," 
and with it urbanisation, jerry-built hous- 
ing, immigration and new ideas. Hence "the 
demands of rebellious movements for 
change were first fought out and often took 
their most dramatic forms in east London". 

So, over the next century or more, the East 
End would play a disproportionately large 
role - after all. East Enders suffered

disproportionately from cholera epidemics, 
exploitation by bosses and landlords, in 
their numbers in the workhouse, and from 
prejudice of all colours. 

In the pages of Rosenberg's Rebel 
Footprints, we walk in the steps of 
Annie Besant, of the Poplar rates rebels, the 
striking matchgirls of Bryant and May, the 
Eastern European revolutionaries who 
washed up in Spitalfields towards the end 
of the 19th century. 

Reading about history is one thing, 
seeing where it took place brings it alive. 
Rosenberg is an advocate of history "from 
the bottom up" and since 2008 has been 
leading tours around key sites in our city's 
social and political history. 

He puts his geographical knowledge of 
London down to three years driving a van 
in the early 80s, delivering books to radi- 
cal and community bookshops. That knowl- 


edge is vividly brought to life as we walk 
Bow, Spitalfields and Poplar, looking for the 
clues an but lost amid modem development. 

And the stories are remarkable. It's long 
been fashionable to sneer at our Victorian 
forebears for their ideas about wealth, class 
and self help but when Annie Besant, liv- 
ing in moneyed splendour in the West End, 
took up her pen in the 1880s, she wrote 
words which seem astonishingly radical to 
modern eyes. 

"Society, with its unjustly rich and un- 
justly poor... be it our to proclaim that there 
is a higher ideal in life than... being first in 
the race for wealth... health, comfort, 
leisure, culture, plenty for every individual 
are far more desirable than the breathless 
struggle for existence, furious trampling 
down of the weak by the strong, huge for- 
tunes accumulated out of the toil of oth- 
ers, to be handed down to those who had 
done nothing to earn them," Besant wrote. 

The words of a revolutionary? She had 
been spending time in the East End, and was 
unable to remain blind to the horror of Eng- 
land's "two nations". Soon, she would be post- 
ing bail for Lewis Lyons, the leader of the 
Jewish tailors' strike, and supporting the 
matchgirls at the Fairfield Road works. 

She would be one among many who 
would fight for the beginnings of justice 
for ordinary East Enders - George Lansbury, 
Ben Tillett, Rudolf Rocker, and countless 
others whose names are lost to us now.

Fishy delights that will 
tempt your tastebuds 



The Dock is all about seafood and fish

AFTER many an evening of 
Bikram yoga late at night 
in South Quay, I pass by 
this bijou restaurant that 
rather stands out amidst 
the other drab, grey 
concrete buildings. 

So much so that I instruct the 
Silver Fox one night to put out 
his pipe and don his cardigan 
cos were going out. 

The Dock is all about seafood 
and fish and tempts one in 
with warm lighting and mini- 
mal decor. 

The menu is pared back but 
tempting and we start with a 
stone crab salad and crayfish 
salad. These were a little shy on 
the actual cmstacea in both cas- 
es, but dressed well and a good 
combination of textures. 

For the mains, we chose from 
the fried selection rather than 
the roasted or grilled fish (note 
our lack of gym slip figures) and 
we were happy as sand boys. 

Plentiful flaky haddock, 
steamed in a crispy batter and 
a mountain of hot, salty chips 
was just the ticket. The Silver 


Fox's scampi made him light up 
like a schoolboy and he was 
equally delighted with the 
amount. 

Mushy peas were extra, which 
felt a little cheeky - and there 
in is the rub. This is a neigh- 
bourhood restaurant and a nice 
one at that. But the prices are a 
little on the high side. 

Dessert of sticky toffee 
pudding with vanilla ice cream 
was ok, delicious ingredients 


but served barely warm and a 
pound over the £5 standard 
mark. 

Am 1 being mean? 1 see it 
more as indicative: this is a 
restaurant that wants to be 
more than a good quality neigh- 
bourhood favourite, but if so it 
needs to up its game a little. 

The problem with higher 
prices is higher expectations. I'd 
expect bread and water on the 
tables. Dem's de rules in this 


dog-eat-dog borough I'm afraid. 

As regular readers will know 
by now, 1 barely drink. Ffowev- 
er, the wine list is pretty com- 
prehensive here and would 
tempt me back for a satisfying 
tipple alongside any fish supper. 

Two ate two courses and a 
shared pud, with a happily very 
large glass of white for just 
under £70 including service.

450ml double cream 

i50g caster sugar 


Method 

1. Take half the cream, add the 
mint and blitz in a blender. 
Add the rest of the cream and 
carefully whip together to form 
soft peaks. Cover and place in the 
fridge. 

2. Place the egg whites in a bowl 
and weigh out ysg of the 
caster sugar. Add a pinch of the 
sugar to the whites and whip 
until they hold their shape. 
Slowly add the rest of the 
sugar while whisking. Place in 
the fridge. 

3. Take the final ysg of caster 


sugar and whisk with the egg 
yolks in a heatproof bowl. 

4. Place the bowl over a pan of 
simmering water and cook for 
around lo minutes, whisking 
frequently. The egg yolks will 
thicken as they cook. Take the 
bowl off the heat and let cool 
slightly. 

5. Take the meringue and 
gently fold into the egg yolks. 
Once combined, repeat the 
process with the flavoured 
cream. Carefully pour into a suit- 
able container and place in the 
freezer for at least 4 hours.

Plant of the month 
fiom the Royal 
Horticultuial Society 

MAY is a blooming lovely month 
- plants are beginning to flower 
and show their true colours 
and inspire us to get out into the 
garden a little more. 

But it's not just the May sunshine 
that is inspirational. 

Not only is there possibly the best 
flower and gardening celebration in the 
world taking place this month, the RHS 
Chelsea flower Show from May 19-23, 
but Cultivation Street is up and 
running and looking for community 
gardening projects to enter its 
annual competition. 



Cultivation Street is helping to bring 
back front gardens and revitalise our 
streets while at the same time en- 
couraging people to take up garden- 
ing and grow their green skills. 

The front garden is often overlooked 
as a growing area - with a solitary tree 
planted and not a flower in sight. Gar- 
dening myth of the month is that you 


can't plant flowers under trees - a myth 
that's not founded in fact at all as flower 
beds can actually help keep trees healthy. 

They are also more sustainable than 
grass in the long run because flower 
beds require less water. Choose peren- 
nials to minimise soil disturbance, and 
choose the smallest plants possible for 
the same reason. Carefully work them 
into the soil that's there, rather than 
adding more soil or compost for plant- 
ing, and choose colours that tone well 
with your tree foliage.

Early colour comes this month from 
the popular pelargonium, commonly 
known as geranium. Pelargoniums 
flower from spring right through to late 


autumn. If you protect them from frost 
during the winter months they will 
continue to thrive for many years and 
so long as they have a bit of sun, they 
can be grown pretty much anywhere. 

There are seven different types of 
pelargonium - Angel, Decorative, Ivy- 
Leaved, Regal, Species, Scented Leaf and 
Unique.

"When 1 see pelargonium my heart 
sings with joy” she said. 

May is the month when everything 
gets busy in the garden and even the 
most relaxed of gardeners gets going. 

Watering and weeding are both 
key, as is sowing and planting out, 
depending on the weather. It's also time 
to get back to mowing the lawn.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit
